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REMARKS 

Claims 12-40 will be pending upon entry of the present amendment. Claims 1-11 
and 35 are cancelled. Claims 12, 20, 27, 28, and 32 are amended. Claims 37-40 are new. No 
new matter is presented. 

Claims 12, 20, 27, 28, and 32 were objected to for various informalities. These 
claims have been amended to correct the informalities. 

Claims 12-19 and 27-36 were rejected for obviousness-type double patenting over 
claims 1-14 of copending Application No. 10/680727 in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,531,373 to 
Gill et al. Enclosed is a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). Accordingly, 
the obviousness-type double patenting rejection has been overcome. 

Claims 27-31, 33, 34, and 36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sakata et al. ("Sakata") U.S. Patent No. 6,573,586 in view of Tanomura U.S. 
Patent No. 6,403,436. 

Claim 27 has been amended to incorporate the features of claim 35, which was 
not rejected based on Sakata and Tanomura. Claims 28-34, and 36 depend upon claim 27. 
Therefore, amended claims 27-34, and 36 are in condition for allowance. 

New claims 37-40 are directed to a memory cell array and incorporate the features 
of claim 27 and claim 32, which was not rejected based on Sakata and Tanomura. Thus, new 
claims 37-40 are condition for allowance. 

Figure 14 has been amended to correct typographical errors. In particular, the 
conductivity types of the emitters 14 and base contact regions 15 have been reversed for 
consistency with the specification and the conductivity type of the collector 42.

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All of the claims remaining in the application are now clearly allowable.
